If the private letter from England, the 
contents of which were telegraphed from 
Washington, tells the truth—and it bears 
dnternal evidence of veracity—Queen Vic- 
toria has the truest and wisest view of 
the Venezuelan dispute of all the British 
statesmen, publicists and poets who have 
made public utterances on the subject, 

The Queen is said to be greatly angered 
at Lord Salisbury for his reply to Sec- 
retary Olney’s note, She thinks that 
Great Britain, in refusing to submit the 
Venezuelan controversy to arbitration, 
has asstimed an attitude inconsistent 
with the principles of a Christian nation 
and has set a.bad example to less civil- 
ized nations. 

The Queen’s opinion embraces the ker- 
nel of the whole controversy between the 
United States and Great Britain and ex- 
poses the fatal weakness of the British 
side, 

All the United States asked of Great 

ritain was to submit the territorial dis- 
pute to arbitration, and if Lord Salis- 
-bury had acceded to this fair proposition 
there would nevér have been a question 
of war. But with the purpose of playing 
on the British jingo sentiment for politi- 
cal Gaptital, Lord Salisbury peremptorily 
rejected this just proposal, and in doing 
so attacked the Monroe doctrine and 
forced the President to assert and de- 
‘fend it. 

The interposition of the United States 
and our whole course in this matter has 
been for. peace and for rational and 
humane methods tn the settlement of the 
controversy. - The danger of war has 
been wholly due to Great Britain's un- 
reasonable and arbitrary action. The 
Queen knows this, Lord Salisbury knows 
{t and every man in England who knows 
@nything about the subject knows it. 

Great Britain cannot afford to sus- 
fain her position to the point of 
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confirms this position. With the 
city limits should be permitted to os 
supply itself with gity water.

HAVANA, Dec. 28.—Many persons are con- 
vinced that if Gomez succeeds in pushing
